Congratulations were received from 


Virginia City, Nov., and a recommenda- 
tion of Governor Prince's ailver speech 
before tho trana-Miaaieaippi congress 
waa mado by Walter U. ll:ulley, presi- 
dent of the bimetallic association of tho 


First—Wo hereby organi/,0 a tern- 


porary leatruo for imlependent bimetal- 
lism, to be culled the "Trims-Montane 
Luainie " and to includo all tho states 
and territories west of the llocby muun- 
taina, and all of Colorado and Wyoming. 


Beuoud—We cull upon all frienda who 


favor restoring tliu silver dollar to free 
coinage and 
full legal tender power 


equally with the gold dollar, at the rate 
ol 10 to 1, to organize silver leagues in 
aueh precincts immediately, with a view 
to county, district ami state organiwi- 


Thi'rd—Tho purpose of thia organiza- 


tion is to secure independent bimetal- 
liam by syBtenuitic co-operation and ed- 
ucation of tho voters of tins union upon 
the silver question. Tho present party 
ulliliationa arc not severed by thisleugue.

Fifth—In every state and territory 


connected with this union there shall ho

That committee shall at 
unco appoint a legislative committee of 
three from each state and territory,with 
full power to organize precinct, county, 
district and state leagues in_their re-

"The greatest good to the greatest 


number" is their motto, and it is in 
tins spirit that they, irrespective of 
party alliliatioDB, present thomselvesal- 
most as a unit demanding the free coin- 
age of silver and gold lit the ratio of 1C 
ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold, with 
full le^al tender functions accorded to 
each, and no iliscrhuinatipn against 
either. It in not as silver minera but as 
citixona of tho republic, mindful of its 
every interest, that we take thia iiosi- 


Tlio representatives from California, 


Oregon, Washington and 
Wyoming, 


which produce little or no silver, feel 
that their people have been aa deeply 
injured by tho demonetization of that 
metal aa those living in any state or ter- 
ritory in which silver mining is a load- 
ing industry. In making this demand 
we are asking for nothing. Tho mone- 
tary system of thia country was foun- 
dered not upon gold alone—not upon 
silver alone—but upon both silver and 
«old, at a certain ratio to each other, 
with no limitation upon tho coinage ol 
either, nnd each standing upon an equal 
footing before tho law. 


Thy system was founded by Hamilton 


sanctioned by Washington and Jeffer- 
son, its wisdom and justice questions 
by nono, until the year 18.:!. In thai 
year, without notice to the people, tin 
standard silver dollar was dropped fron 
th« coinage of the country and ever;
